"Offer a substitute", "the past 65 age group is increasing and they need 
help", "help preserve our senior citizen's dignity", "cast me not off—", are 
the diabolically clever semantics of the liberals, socialists and other col 
lectivists. They are most used on the medical profession to entice it into a 
trap of being "positive" and not "negative". Thus ensnared we find ourselves 
supporting a program that is not quite as bad as the proposals of the liberals 
and socialists, but much worse than the traditional tried and proven system. 

I can understand this happening to physicians, whose primary interest 
is practicing good medicine but when two, supposedly politically wise poli¬ 
ticians, namely Representative Javits of New York and Bow of Ohio have 
unwittingly taken the "bait", it should be of some concern to all of us. In 
their minds they each have a bill which should be less offensive and more 
advantageous than the King-Anderson bill and feel that Mr. Kennedy can be 
compromised. Should either of them be right just ask yourself who really won? 

Is it any wonder that some of our more logical and clearer thinking 
congressmen were upset when Javits and Bow fell for this oldest of debating 
maneuvers, hook, line and sinker? In accepting the challenge they have 
fallen into irrevocable error. They admit the need for some sort of program 
exists and now the debate will whirl about whose scheme is better, moie 
democratic, or fair and the true issue of whether a change is really needed is 
lost in oblivion. 

Senator Tower of Texas, newest member of the Senate, appeared on 
ABC's QUESTION AND ANSWER program May 26 with Javits and Bow. 
He heard presentations of the supposed advantages of their separate creations 
and recognized that neither man could sight what the need was or if there 
was a need existing for their bills. Senator Tower showed not only clear 
thinking ability but also the courage expected of one elected to such a hig'n 
office and spoke out against any and all similar legislation on the basis 
that until the Kerr-Mills law was proven unsound nothing further was needed. 
In summarizing, he stated the facts as we know them, namely: 1—A true 
need for such legislation has not been shown; 2—Any need that might exist 
has been greatly exaggerated; 3-—Any existing need is decreasing rather than 
increasing in spite of the over 65 population increase; 4—In Texas, even 
though his state has the second largest population of people over 65, there 
has been no particular desire expressed for any new health bills. 

It is becoming increasingly more apparent that when Texans broke tradi¬ 
tion and elected a Republican Senator Tower they were thinking. In return 
the Senator has shown them that he is a better American than the usual 
politicians who considers only the next election—Let's hope we have more 
like him after the November election.

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REPORT ON OSMA ANNUAL MEETING 

In an action packed three days in Columbus, the House of Delegates of 
the Ohio State Medical Association approved a resolution allowing Blue 
Shield to offer a service plan, approved an emergency resolution against 
King-Anderson legislation, and elected Dr. Horatio Pease of Wadsworth to 
the office of president-elect. 

The emergency resolution was introduced on the floor by Dr. John J. 
McDonough and is reproduced at the end of this article. The resolution 
needed a two-thirds vote in order to be admitted, but received a unanimous 
standing vote. 

The service plan resolution was the most controversial at the meeting. 
It was debated for two and one-half hours in a reference committee and 
finally rewritten as produced at the end of this article. 

At the final meeting of the House of Delegates, it was again debated on 
the floor. A determined group from Stark and Summit counties opposed the 
bill on the grounds that it introduced a third party into the practice of medi¬ 
cine. However, the final vote was overwhelmingly in favor of the service plan. 

Dr. Pease, who had been defeated for the office of president-elect at 
the 1961 meeting of the House of Delegates, was given the majority of votes 
this year over his opponent. Dr. Charles W. Hoyt of Cincinnati. 

In a very close contest, Dr. George W. Petznick, retiring president, won 
a seat as A.M.A. delegate, edging out Dr. Frederick P. Osgood of Toledo. 

The Mahoning County Medical Society sponsored resolution concerning 
uniform health examination forms for colleges, written by Dr. C. K. Walter, 
was passed. 

Dr. George J. Hamwi of Columbus, 1962-63 president took office. The

TRADITIONAL POLICY RESOLUTION 

(Introduced as an emergency resolution by Dr. McDonouqh) 

"WHEREAS, The House of Delegates of the American Medical Associa¬ 
tion introduced this resolution in June, 1961, and 

"WHEREAS, The wording of this magna carta resolution remains the 
traditional policy of the Ohio State Medical Association, therefore, 

"BE IT RESOLVED, That the Ohio State Medical Association endorse and 
reaffirm unanimously the following text: 

'The House of Delegates of the American Medical Association records its 
opposition to any legislation of the King-Anderson type. Its opposition is 
based on the facts that such legislation does not meet the needs of the 
situation; interferes with the doctor-patient relationship; interferes with the 
rights of doctors employed in hospitals; is inordinately expensive; leads 
inevitably to further encroachments by government into medical care; results 
eventually in a deterioration of the type of medical care rendered the pub ; 
and is therefore detrimental to the public interest. 

'The House of Delegates invites attention to the fact that the medical 
profession is the only group which can render medical care under any 
system and that the medical profession is best qualified to determine hov, 
the best medical care can be delivered. 

'The House of Delegates believes that the medical profession will see 
to it that every person receives the best available medical care regardless 
of his ability to pay, and it further believes that the profession will rend r 
that care according to the system it believes is in the public interest and that 
it will not be a willing party to implementing any system which we believe 
to be detrimental to the public welfare.' " 

The committee is in agreement with the sentiments expressed in this 
resolution and believes they reflect the position of the Ohio State Medical 
Association. 

Minor amendments in the WHEREAS paragraphs of the resolution 
were suggested. They read as follows: 

"WHEREAS, The House of Delegates of the American Medical Ass< - 
ciation adopted a resolution in June, 1961, pertaining to King-Anderson 
type legislation, and 

"WHEREAS, The wording of this magna carta resolution embodies 
the traditional policy of the Ohio State Medical Association, therefor", 

SERVICE PLAN RESOLUTION 

"WHEREAS, Blue Shield plans offered through the facilities of Ohio 
Medical Indemnity, Inc., are intended and planned for the benefit of patients,

Society was held on Tuesday, May 22, 1962, at the Youngstown Club, 
Youngstown, Ohio.

Twenty Years Ago—June, 1942 

The Medical Officers Recruiting Beard came here on June 18 and called 
a special meeting. They minced no words. The war was six months old 
Recruitment of medical officers was too slow and they wanted Every able 
. (;ied physician under 45 years of age, they wanted him Now, so come 
and Sign Up. After that, stcdf room conversation consisted of "How old are 
you." and "What are you going to do?" A check of the membership showed 
that there were 117 physicians of eligible age. 

Walter Tims left to join the Air Force at Patterson Field, Dayton. Herman 
Zeve was commissioned a Lt. Commander in the U.S. Navy.

F- discussed the massive rapid treatment with arsphenamine which was in 
tne experimental stage. No mention of penicillin was made. 

Ten Years Ago—June, 1952 

President Gustafson said that the profits from State liquor stores should 
used to operate rehabilitation centers for alcoholics. 

President Harry Truman was highly incensed at the A.M.A. because we 
re instrumental in defeating his attempt to add health care to Social Se- 
:uty. He lambasted our public relations firm, Whitaker and Baxter in a 
speech before the Veterans in Washington. To which Mr. Whitaker replied 
"Alter seven years of the Truman administration, the people's health is about 
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all they have left and it would be a sorry day for America if Mr. Truman 
got hold of that, too."
